CANTON BANNERMEN HALL | 
Canton, Yesterday. 

A fire at the Canton Army Emer- 
gency Hospital No. 8, inside the 
compound of the Eighth ‘Banner- 
men’s Guild Hall, East ‘Bund, this 
afternoon, caused the destruction of 
a part of the main building and re- 
sulted ina casualty list of upwards 
of 100, including »thé deaths. of 
nearly 40 patients and several 
others in the neighbourhood, due 
to the explosion of two magazine 
vaults alio located within the com- 
pound, which caught fire following 
the lighting of the matsheds over 
and around the buildings. 


The cause of the fire is unknown, 
although incendiarism. has been 


‘hinted at, while the end of a burn- 


ing cigarette is also suspected. 

At the time, more then 400 
patients were in the Hospital, and 
some had to be rescued by the‘Red 
Cross, the Police and military. 


Fireighters: Handicapped 


The Fire. Brigade, early.on tle 
scene, was for a time rendered in- 
effective because of lack of water 
and the frequent explosions of am- 
munition stored there.

BOULOGNE . 
GIGANTIC_ IMPROVEMENT 
SCHEME 


- Plans for. the new port “of Boulogne- 
sur-Mer have been drawn up. -Accord- 
ing to. the. “Echo de Paris,”: contracts 
have already ‘been- signed for the work, 
and only the sanction of the authori- 
ties is awaited, 

A:gigantic scheme has been evolved, 
which «will enable even trans-Atlantic 
Imers to dock with ease, instead of, as 
at present, being only accessible by 
‘tender inthe roads. The Carnot 
breakwater, over a mile and a half in 
length is now being extended by 200 
yards. This. protects the rosds from 
ihe south-west storms, but there is no 
corresponding protection fron the 
easterly and northerly gales. 

It is, therefore, proposed to build a 
.| breakwater to the north of Boulogne, 
and: to run this out for a mile and 5 
quarter. - The’ Carnot Breakwater. 
would’ be: extended ‘another’ half-mile, 
and the two breakwaters . would ‘this 
practically meet, ‘except for @- space.of 
600 yards, forming the entrance| to the 
roads. A maritime. port would then 
be built near ‘the “Carnot Breakwater.

In order to meet the demands and 
dangers of s¢hool-! Jife,a child must ac- | ic 
quire a proper deportment when stand- 
ing, walking or sitting. For this: pur- 
pose-“it must ‘have the muscles of: the 
whole trunk trained: and strengthened, 
B process to be conimenced when the 
child is atillea baby. Indeed, the chief 
work: of the baby is to digest and to 
prepare itself for erecting the. spine. 

It is the many and varied physical 
fexercisés performable with the trunk 
‘which develop in the child a strnight 
spine supported by strong mustles, a 
uniformly arched chest, suppleness and 
certainty .of movement. These exer- 
cises will naturally be practised under 
the guidance of the party in charge of 
the child. In applying them, it is es- 
sential to arouse the child’s;delight in 
what is required of it, The child ‘must 
not be conscious of the labour it is per- 
forming, but must feel the whole pro- 
cess to play and not! work. - To this 
end, it is advisable to ‘give a catchy 
name to each exercise so as to awaken 
the .child’s fancy and its interest in 
what it is doing. 

The mother will lift the legs of her 
two-year-old baby and get it to crawl on 
its-hands;- this she will call “pushing 
the wheelbarrow.” Or she -will ‘call the 
arms “a windmill” or an “aeroplane 
serew” and teach the child “to fly,” 
thus converting the tedious arm prac- 
tice into a jolly game. 

Similarly, almost all trunk practice 
may become play in the hands of a 
skilful mother. Bending forwards and 
backwards with raised hands. may be 
called opening and closing “papa’s 
Again, the arms are al- 
ternately swung over the head, the 
trunk turning lightly on the hips, a 
movement which the mother will com- 
pare to the picture of the “Milkmaid 
who Placed a Full Pail on Her Head.”
